king and invite von to swear fidelity 
to your new sovereign, Constantine.” 
Crown Prince Constantine, who suc­ 
ceeds King George, is at present at 
Janina.

King George Related to Many Euro­ 
pean Rulers. 
Athens, March 19.— George I., king 
of Greece, was born Dec. 24, 1845, and 
was related to nearly all the chief rul­ 
ers of Europe. 
His father was King 
Christian IX. of Denmark and there 
was not a drop of Greek blood in his 
veins. 
He was placed on the throne 
of Greece at the suggestion of the 
great 
powers which 
protected 
tho 
country. 
The national assembly at 
Athens elected him when he was only 
eighteen years old (in 1863), and his 
father accepted the crown for him as 
guardian. 
A few months later the 
assembly declared him of age and he 
removed to Athens to rule. 
He was married in 1867 to Princess 
Olga, eldest daughter of Grand Duke 
Constantine of Russia, brother of the 
late Emperor Alexander II.

ARMED WITH SHEARS 


Tom Masoulas, the Sandwich Man, 
Describes the Hard Fighting 
at Janina Fortress, Turkey 


Tom Masoulas, who ran the sand­ 
wich stand at the corner of laurel 
and South Sixth streets, in a letter 
to his friend Mike NIM, of the Olym­ 
pia Candy Kitchen, describes scenes 
and incidents attendant upon taking 
Janina from the Turks. 
The Greek army was supplied with 
shears so that each man could cut 
his way through the heavy wire fen­ 
ces that had been strung in concen­ 
tric circles 
about the fortifications. 
And much of this wire cutting had 
to be done under a heavy, galling 
fire from the big guns. 
In two days the allies threw’ 30, 
OOO shells on the fort. 
The army 
made a feint movement of attacking 
on the right and, of course, the Turks 
massed most of their strength there 
to repel the invaders..The allies then 
made a sudden swing to the left and 
sw’ept through the weak lines. 
The 
fortifications which it had taken Ger­ 
man engineers four years to plan and 
build and which were supposedly 
guaranteed to make Janina impreg­ 
n a t e from assault, crumbled at the 
blows of the allies. 
Within the city wert' found half 
starved Turks eating the very shoes 
from their feet. 
Horse meat was 
-onsidered a delicacy.

“I Want My Father to Believe in God 
and be Like Honest Abe or 
Washington” 


At the Presbyterian church Sun­ 
day night Rev. W. J. Gowrie spoke on 
tho theme “ What 
Kind of a Man 
Would I Like My Father to Be?” 
All the letters received the previous 
week in answer to this question were 
commendatory of the writers’ fathers. 
Three classes of fathers were men­ 
tioned first being those who had deep 
concern for their children— that class 
of fathers who were not only willing 
to make sacrifices for their children— 
not only willing to instruct them in 
the right but were willing to go tue 
full length of affection and make 
themselves models for their children 
to pattern from. 
The second class was those who 
have the welfare of their children at 
heart but who at times are willing 
to give way to convenience. 
Those 
who let amusements, pleasure or re­ 
creation crowd in and break up the 
family circle discipline. 
In this class 
are those fathers who between work 
during the day and social engage­ 
ments in the evenings see little of 
their family. 
The third class was those who were 
entirely careless. 
Their children are 
“Topsies,” 
“ here 
because 
they re 
here.” their wisdom concerning them 
s “Oh they’ll get along somehow.” 
The children of this father are seen 
on the streets more often than in the 
home, at every questionable place, in 
every form of tempting amusements, 
always profane, smutty, odorous with 
tobacco and beer, children of careless­ 
ness, co-laborers with the devil. 
The letters said, “ I would have my 
father interested in our health, in 
our schools, in our joys and in our 
sorrows. 
I would like to have my 
father enjoy good literature with us 
and not spend his evening playing 
solitaire or cards or always at lodge.” 
Consistence was spoken of, not go­ 
ing to church in the mornings and to 
some place of amusement in the after­ 
noons or evenings. 
One letter from 
a boy said, “ I want my father to be- 
i lieve in God and be as near like ‘Hon­ 
est Abe’ or George Washington as pos­ 
sible.” 
Not one of the letters expressed 
the wish that their father might have 
riches. 
Faith in God, consistency, 
honesty, industry, regard for church, 
and affection were dwelt upon in 
nearly every one of the letters, even 
good looks was mentioned, but not 
wealth. 
The child sounds the depths 
of human nature and cares for the 
things that are best.

ARMED WITH SHEARS 


Tom Masoulas. the Sandwich Man. 
Describes the Hard Fighting 
at Janina Fortress, Turkey 


Tom Masoulas, who ran the sand­ 
wich stand at the corner of Laurel 
and South Sixth streets, in a letter 
to his friend Mike Nibi, of the Olym­ 
pia Gandy Kitchen, describes scenes 
and incidents attendant upon taking 
Janina from the Turks. 
The Greek army was supplied with 
shears so that each man could cut 
his way through the heavy wire fen­ 
ces that had been strung in concen­ 
tric circles 
about the fortifications. 
And much of this wire cutting had 
to be done under a heavy, galling 
tire from the big guns. 
In two days the allies threw 30, 
OOO shells on the fort. 
The army 
made a feint movement of attacking 
on the right and, of course, the Turks 
massed most of their strength there 
to repel the invaders..The allies then 
made a sudden swing to the left and 
swept through the weak lines. 
The 
fortifications which it had taken Ger­ 
man engineers four years to plan and 
build and which were supposedly 
guaranteed to make Janina impreg­ 
n a t e from assault, crumbled at the 
blows of the allies. 
Within the city were found half 
starved Turks eating the very shoes 
from their feet. 
Horse meat was 
•‘onsidered a delicacy.
